Wliat is Said of His Past 
Public Record. 


T H E

ABOK IION. 


How lie Voted to Snstaiu Ex-Chief 
McCarthy—A Friend o f the 
W ater Company. 


Ever since the Republican City Con­ 
vention selected for its nom inee 
for 
Mayor Mr. D. E . M iles there have been 
heard on the streets rumors to th e effect 
that Mr. M iles’ past history in connec­ 
tion with this city, was not quite so clean 
as m ight have been desired, and that his 
cham pion, th e Tribune, 
has abstained 
from saying m uch on this subject for fear 
that old m em ories m ight be raked up to 
lessen h is chances for makirig a good 
run. T here were a few , how ever, who 
had not torgotten he part the took in the 
adm inistration of the city’s affairs and 
the stories of h is positions on important 
questions w hich cam e up before tbe 
Council when h e w as its President were 
heard on every sid e yesterday. 
MILES UPHOLDS BRIBERY. 
It w ill be remem bered that he was 
President of the Council at the tim e a 
Chief of Police nam ed McCarthy was 
placed on trial before the Council on 
charges of bribery and corruption and 
that it was through the efforts of him ­ 
self, Dr. Kinsabaugh and Albert Brown 
that McCarthy was m ade the Chief. 
During the trial of M cCarthy, sworn 
evidence 
was 
introduced 
in 
the 
Council to 
show 
that 
he had ac­ 
cepted 
bribes 
from 
the 
Chinese 
amounting to about $900 per m onth and 
in the face of th e m ost dam aging evi­ 
dence Mr. M iles voted in favor of Mc­ 
Carthy, and th e reports in the new s­ 
papers at that tim e Bhow that he talked 
lor McCarthy and praised him for the 
m anner in w hich he m anaged the affairs 
of the police. 
After the testim ony had 
all been subm itted Mr. M iles and his 
confreres passed a resolution exonerating 
McCarthy from the charge of bribery 
and corruption, but dism issing him on 
the around of incom petency. 
So strong 
was public feeling against McCarthy that 
he left town im m ediately, and so did 
Councilman Brow n; but M iles remained, 
anu the part he took in the affair has not 
been forgotten. 
THE CITY IIALL ABORTION. 
The occupants of the present City Hall 
and those who have had a chance to 
exam ine it say that it is a m onum ent to 
the memory of th e care w hich Mr. D. E. 
Miles took of the interests of the city. 
The building of this wub under the super­ 
intendence of th e com m ittee of which 
M iles was a m em ber, and of the Council 
at the 
tim e 
he 
was its 
President. 
No one who is familiar w ith its num er­ 
ous cracks and w ith the generally bad 
m anner in which, it is built, denies that 
there m ust have been a job in it. 
It will 
be tem em bered that there was a tim e 
w hen it was thought to be in danger of 
failing down, and that it was so poorly 
constructed that prisoners could carve 
their way out w ith pieces of wood or 
tear the roof off w ith their hands. 
E s­ 
capes from its interior have been num er­ 
ous and the only way prisoners can be 
kept in at present is by placing a guard 
over them . 
The sewer arrangements of 
tho City H all have been noted for their 
inadequateness and unhealthfulness, and 
to-day the City Clerk’s office is one of 
the m ost unhealthy rooms in the city. 
It is only a short tim e since that it be­ 
came necessary to m ake repairs to the 
sewers of the city prison, w hen it was 
discovered that they were about as good 
as none at all. 
A year ago the sewer 
matter from one cell bubbled up in the 
center of the floor of the one adjoining, 
and this trouble had existed from the 
very start. 
It is only a year ago that it 
was found that the building stood on no 
foundation to speak of. 
The excavation 
for 
the 
w alls 
were 
found 
to 
have 
been 
only 
a 
foot 
or 
so 
be­ 
low 
th e 
surface 
of 
the 
ground 
and the m aterial upon w hich the brick 
was placed was only a lot of cobble­ 
stones. 
W hen th e discovery was made 
the explanation for th e cracks in the 
walls was found, and it was Mr. Miles 
who was said to be responsible for the 
foisting upon the public of this fraud of 
a structure. 
At th e tim e of the com ple­ 
tion of the contract Mr. M iles was a 
m em ber of the Council and his party was 
iu power. 
There was an objection to the 
accepting of the building and a special 
building com m ittee was appointed, of 
which Mr. M iles was a m em ber and 
chairman. This com m ittee was supposed 
to have exam ined into the work of the 
contractor, and it recom m ended that the 
work bo accepted and tbe contractor 
paid. 
Those who are familiar w ith the 
matter express them selves as of the 
opinion that either M iles was a m ost in­ 
efficient and incom petent manager of the 
city’s interest, or that he was am enable 
to "reasons that no high-m inded man 
could be m oved by. 
TIIE CITY LUMBER. 
The history of th e disposal of lumber 
which had been bought for the Btreet 
crossings of tho city with the city’s 
m oney, about th e sam e tim e, is still 
fresh in the m inds of m any. 
The charge 
was made iu the newspapers a couple of 
years ago that th e Street Superintendent 
had 
been 
ordered 
to 
deliver 
this 
lumber 
to 
th e 
houses 
of certain 
mem bers of the Council. 
Mr. M iles was 
one of tho Council men who received the 
wood, and it is said to be susceptible of 
proof that several loads of this wood was 
delivered at Mr. M iles’ house, as well as 
at the houses of several of tbe Republi­ 
can m em bers of the Council. 
Indeed 
this affair has perm anently dry-docked, 
as far au availability for office is con­ 
cerned, 
som e 
of the 
parties 
w ho 
descended to so petty a m alfeasance. 
IIK SHUFFLES IN HIOH LICENSE. 
Mr. Miles was in the Council w hen the 
present high rate of license was adopted, 
but be was opposed to the m easure, al­ 
though the record of the votes m ay show 
that he cant his vote for its adoption. He 
was afraid at. that tim e of the results 
such action m ight have upon the future 
of him self and h is party, and lie did all 
in his power ou the quiet to evade the 
it-6ue, hut reluctantly voted for it in the 
encl. 
Som e of h is triends lost faith in 
him at this tim e on account of the man­ 
ner in w hich ho .showed hie insincerity. 
THE WATER COMPANY’S FRIEND. 
That Mr. M ilos is a friend of the 
Water Corporation was shown by hia 


action while in the Council when he 
fought for higher rates for th e Water 
Com pany, 
which 
to-day 
is 
one 
of 
the 
richest 
corporations 
in 
the 
city- 
The 
records 
ot 
the 
Council will show that his vote upon 
the question of raising the rateB was 
" aye,” and at the present tim e one of 
the persons m ost interested in h is elec­ 
tion is the President of the W ater Com­ 
pany. 
This gentlem an used all of his 
influence to secure Mr. M iles’ nomina­ 
tion by the Republican Convention and 
his endorsement by th e *'Reform ers,’» 
just au he is using it now to elect him . 
There is no donbt in th e m inds of m anv 
w ho are on th e outside that M iles is á 
thorough henchm an of the Water Com­ 
pany. 
These were the things that were talked 
about all over the streets jesterday, and 
nearly every Republican 
of 
several 
years’ residence 
here who 
was 
ap­ 
proached on the subject adm itted that 
Mr. M iles’ public record was not what it 
ought to be, bat was vulnerable at many 
points. 
STREET CLEANING. 
Another 
statem ent 
was going 
the 
rounds yesterday on th e street that Mr. 
M iles tried to stop street cleaning on one 
occasion at th e request of a few parsim o­ 
nious property holders. 
It w ill be re­ 
m em bered that while h e was President 
of the Council there w as a big flood and 
in consequence there was an im m ense 
am ount o f mud in the streets, a fact that 
can hurdly be imagined now. The Street 
Superintendent’s m en, as soon as the 
rain was over, started in to clean the 
streets so as to m ake them som ew hat 
respectable and to allow foot passengers 
to cross from one side to the other. 
Sam e of th e property owners, observing 
team s at work hauling off the m ud, hap­ 
pened to think that th e paym ent for the 
sam e would have to com e out of the City 
Treaeury, and they went to M iles and 
asked him to stop it.

the ‘‘Weekly Enter 
prise” Was Conducted. 


WHAT ITS VICTIMS HAVE TO SAY 


One of th e S taff A rrested in Los 
A ngeles an d T ak en to San 
F rancisco. 


Officer John Parrott, of San Francisco, 
took a prisoner out of this city yesterday 
regarding the charge against whom there 
is an interesting story. The nam e of the 
man arrested is J . L. Duque and he and 
J . C. Green and W. W . Knott, of San 
Francisco, have been indicted by the 
Grand Jury of the Bay City for libel. 
Residents of San Francisco will re­ 
mem l^er a paper printed in Spanish and 
English called the Weekly Enterprise. 
Up to a few m onths ago it was published 
by Mr. W adham , son of the Tax Collec­ 
tor of the city of breezes, and it was con­ 
sidered a clean, honest sheet, and ac­ 
cordingly obtained a fair share of patron­ 
age. 
One day a change of m anagement 
was announced and from th a t time 
on the policy of the paper appeared to 
have changed entirely. 
Vindictive arti­ 
cles assailing the personality of prominent 
people about town appeared from time to 
tim e, and the sheet soon came to be 
looked on as one of ill-repute. The gen­ 
eral opinion was that it wap nothing 
more nor less than a 
black-mailing 
scheme, and this it proved to be. 
Mrs. D. Howes dropped into a lawyer’s 
office on M arket street the other day and 
asked for advice. 
She said that a letter 
had been addressed to her from the office 
of the Weekly Enterprise, stating that the 
proprietors were in possession of certain 
facts in her career 
which if 
aired 
would be extremely unpleasant for her, 
and the note finished by stating that 
$750 would ensure 
absolute secrecy. 
M rs. Howes said she wonld sooner p»y 
the money than have any trouble, but 
the lawyer was averse to any such 
proposition, and finally the following 
scheme was adopted. 
Mrs. Howes was 
to write to the Enterprise and &tate that 
she would pay the money to any in­ 
dividual who would call at her house at 
a certain tim e indicated. 
The lawyer 
would have some one in the room to 
witness the transaction, so that this im ­ 
portant piece of prosecuting evidence 
would be procured, and thus it was 
all arranged. 
The appointm ent was 
made, and punctual to the m inute a 
m an nam ed Bilboy arrived and was ush­ 
ered to the parlor. The money was 
brought into the room by Mrs. Howes, 
but in the meantime Bilboy had discov­ 
ered that he was being watched, and at 
the first opportunity took his heels. 
A 
w arrant was issued for his arrest, and 
stepB taken to indict all connected with 
the journal. 


▲ HOST OF VICTIMS 
Then appeared upon the scene. One had 
been black-mailed to the extent of $1,100, 
another had paid out $500, and one un­ 
fortunate individual said that four fees of 
$100 each had been imposed on him . 
As 
soon as the news of tffe exposure reached 
the newspaper office its staff proceeded 
to make itself scarce in as quick and 
effectual a m anner as possible. 
The 
•fficers, however, arm ed with warrants 
went hot on their trail, and as a result 
Duque, the sixth of the outfit, was ar­ 
rested in Los Angeles yesterday. 
He 
says that he had nothing to do w ith the 
libel beyond the fact th at he made up 
the forms of the paper, but the charge 
is made th a t he is one of the proprietors. 
He came to Los Angeles directly the 
crash came, and hearing that everyone 
connected with the sheet was to be ar­ 
rested, gave himself up to Chief Bene­ 
dict. 
“ I would have had him anyw ay,” said 
Officer Parrot, "for 1 was on his trail 
with his description.” 
Duque was very nervous and evidently 
felt his position keenly. He was modestly 
attired in a suit of sober black, and looked 
as if he m ight be a member of the work­ 
ing staff of a religious publication. It is 
needless to say th at the Weekly Enterprise 
is defunct, and those who know anything 
about the m atter say that its "enterpris­ 
ing” managers will wish they were too 
by the time th at the charges against them 
are disposed of.

strongly opposes the proposition. 
He 
says th at the present rates are certainly 
low enough and satisfactory to shippers, 
as he has heard no complaints and he 
does not think the Chicago people desire 
to have the grade! system adopted, as it 
would give the Western competitors a 
m aterial advantage in rates. 


PRIVATE POINTERS. 
A private dispatch was received late 
in the evening by Mr. W illiamson Dunn 
from Mr. H . B. Wilkins, who as Freight 
and Passenger Agent of the California 
Central and California Southern lines, is 
representing the California interests of 
the Santa Fe at the Convention. 
Mr. 
W ilkins said th at no agreem ent had yet 
been made on overland rates, and that 
those that will be received by telegraph 
to-morrow (Sunday) are not absolute, 
but are simply an indication of the feel­ 
ing of the Convention. 
He says that in 
all probability there will be an advance 
of 20 per cent, in all the existing freight 
rates, and he concludes by stating that 
the following is the only rate yet abso­ 
lutely settled: "H ardw are from New 
Y ork to California, in lees than carload 
lots, $2.15 per 100 pounds.” 
The statem ent made by Mr. Wilkins 
th at there will be an advance of 20 per 
cent, all around in freight rates will 
probably be received w ith alarm by 
shippers and merchants. 
It proves, so 
it is said, to be simply the result of the 
great southwestern war that commenced 
some tim e ago. 
It was rumored then 
th at Gould, in response to the competi­ 
tion to his Missouri Pacific system in the 
west, would endeavor to crowd the other 
roads out of the field, and he is reported 
to have said, regarding his most formid­ 
able adversary, the tíanta Fe, that he

the fact that the ftin taF e is in pecuniary 
trouble at the present time has anything 
to do with this is h ard to say, but the

HI* R ecord Ile re a u d In HI» Old 
H o m e . 
From a history of W ashington county. 
Iowa, the former home of John Bryson, 
Sr., the following is taken : 
"Among the self-made men of Iowa who 
have passed the ordeal of pioneer life and 
commenced life penniless there is no one 
deserving a more prominent place in 
this work than the subject of this sketch; 
he was born in Lancaster county, Penn­ 
sylvania, on the 20th day of Juñe, 1819; 
ho was one of thirteen children, and his 
parents being in humble circumstances, 
John was 
apprenticed to a cabinet­ 
maker when 10 ye ws of age, and fol­ 
lowed this occupation as an apprentice, 
journeyman and on his own account 
over twenty years; in 1847 he removed 
to Ohio and engaged in business for him ­ 
self ; during his residence here the Cali­ 
fornia fever was raging and flattering in­ 
ducements were offered Mr. Bryson to 
try his fortune in the new Eldorado, but 
he decided it was best not to go; in 1851 
he came to Iowa and settled in Musca­ 
tine, and in 185(5 came to Washington 
and engaged in the lum ber business ; his 
capital at that tim e was scarcely $1,500, 
and the first year he lost $700; but he 
was not the m an to be discouraged by a 
single reverse, and he continued the 
business in this place with em inent suc­ 
cess for years, and is now one of the 
largest dealers in the State, and at the 
present time is conducting twelve lum­ 
ber yards in this State and Kansas in 
addition to the 
distributing yard at 
Chicago; he has proved himself one of 
the foremost men in Washington county 
in the way of public im provem ents; the 
first sidewalk was laid through his in­ 
strum entality and individual effort; soon 
after coming to Washington he had the 
misfortune to lose one of his children, 
and when laid away in the cemetery the 
indifference and negligence in keeping 
the grounds in order was so repulsive to 
his sensitive feelings that ho interested 
himself at once and called a public meet­ 
ing and secured enough to improve the 
cemetery and make it the pride of the 
town. In building and improving the 
town he has taken the lead, and in this 
has shown more

and other buildings are monuments of

and hospitable to a ll; he is purely a self­ 
made m an ; commencing life in straight­ 
ened circumstances, he has by his own 
indomitable will, energy and persever­ 
ance made for himself a fortune.” 
Mr. Bryson has been a resident of Los 
Angeles county for some half score years. 
During that tim e he has been one of our 
most progressive and active men. 
He 
has been instrum ental to a marked de­ 
gree in the development of this city. He 
has made his impress in im perishable 
records at many poiots.

W a sh in g t o n , N ovem ber 3 0 .— Tho G ov­ 
e rn m en t D irectors of th e U nion Pacific 
R ailroad, in th eir an n u al rep o rt to th e 
S ecretary of th e In terio r, u n d er d ate of 
N ovem ber 19, 1888, say th ey have as­ 
sum ed as a p rem ise now beyond th e 
scope of d iscussion, tho necessity of an 
ad ju stm en t 
betw een th e 
G overnm ent 
a n d th e railroad com pany, for th e pay­ 
m ent of th e funds heretofore advanced 
as a subsidy for b u ilding th e road. 
“ Those m oneys w ill be d u e ,” eays th e 
report, “ by ttye term s of th e agreem ent 
betw een th e p arties, in a few y ears, and 
it is now* m an ifest th a t th e road is not 
now , an d w ill n o t th e n he in a condition 
to satisfy its o bligations It is equally m an ­ 
ifest should such an a d ju stm en t will not 
be effected, th a t th e G overnm ent will be 
com pelled to tak e possession of th e road 
and operate it. 
T h e resu lt is so full of 
dangers an d em b arrassm en ts autl diffi­ 
culties th a t it should not be allow ed to 
e n ter into th e discussion, except as a last 
u navoidable solution of a problem not 
otherw ise to be so lv ed .” 
T he G overnm ent directors are still of 
th e opinion th a t it w ill be better for the 
U nited States to lose every dollar of its 
d eb t, an d ex ecu te a release to th e com ­ 
pany, th an to u n d ertak e th e d u ties of a 
com m on carrier of goods an d p assen­ 
gers, th ereb y estab lish in g a precedent 
w hich w ould su rely create m ischief far 
beyond th e benefits to be reapod from so 
hazardous a n ex p erim en t.

B, 
F itch . 
It w as charged th a t Officer F itch 
h ad played c a rd s iu th e barroom of the 
Southern H otel on th e m orn in g of No­ 
vem ber 30th from 2:15 u n til 4 o ’clock. 
S ergeant L . B. H arri3 stated th a t th e 
atten tio n of th e officers h ad been di­ 
rected to F itch b y th e receipt of an auon- 
ym ous note addressed to C ap tain Loom is. 
T he note ran a s follow s: 
“ C a pt a in L o o m is—Y ou can find Officer 
F itch sleeping in a S outhern Pacific 
coach an y n ig h t after 11 o ’clock if you 
look for h im .” 
C aptain L oom is gave th e note to Ser­ 
g ean t H arris, w ho w ent to look for F itch 
and found h im p laying card s in th e 
Southern H otel barroom . 
T h e Sergeant 
w ith Officer L ee (w ho corroborates his 
account) w alked up an d dow n in front of 
th e hotel from 2:15 a . m. till 4 a . m be­ 
fore F itc h cam e out, w hen th ey reported 
h im at h ead q u arters. 
Officer F itch said th a t on th e m orning 
in question he w as going through th e 
barroom to th e lu nch counter a t th e rear 
of th e room , w hen th e b a rten d er, by a 
m otion, called h is atten tio n to a m an 
w ho w as stan d in g by th e bar ex h ib itin g 
to som e b y stan d ers a p air of gold plated 
sleeve b uttons, w hich h e w ished to sell 
for tw enty-five cen ts. F itch , a fter w atch­ 
ing th is m an from th o outside of the 
house, cam e in an d engaged a stranger 
in a gam e of card s, th in k in g th at h e could 
th u s w atch th e m an w hom h e suspected 
m ore easily. 
H e played for ab o u t an 
h o u r a n d a h a lf a n d th e n w ent to the 
lu uch counter to ea t a piece of pie and 
d rin k a cup of coffee. 
W hile h e w as 
eating, th e m an w ho h ad th e sleeve but­ 
tons w ent o ut an d th e officer followed 
h im , leaving h is p artially eaten pie upon 
th e counter. 
H e follow ed th e m an as 
far as A nn stre e t a n d th en w ent to th e 
police office. 
F itc h , a t th is tim e, was 
d ressed in civ ilian clothes an d says he 
did all th is in a n official w ay, intending 
to arrest th e m an if h e tried to sell th e 
buttons. 
M orris A braham fl, th e m an in charge 
of th e lu nch co u n ter a t th e h o tel, testi­ 
fied th a t on th e m orning in question, th e 
m an h ad approached him w ith th e but­ 
tons, saying th a t he was broke a n d th at 
h e h ad recen tly arriv ed from K ansas 
C ity.

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■IKS.SE HO YT’S W IDOW DEAD. 


A ICeinarkable Will C ontest H e- 
ru llc d . 
Helen M uría H oyt, the widow of .Tease 
H oyt, died recently at her hom e, 57 West 
Forty-eighth street. 
H er death recall» 
the strange circum stances surrounding 
the history of her m illionaire huaband, 
of his will, and the attem pts to break it, 
am i on the peculiar facta regarding the 
relations of ids heirs; 
Jesse H oyt died on August 15, 1882, at 
51 W est Forty-eighth street. H e had 
some years before engaged in the grain 
trade in this city, and had invested a 
great deal of his wealth in Northw estern 
railroads. He was practically the builder 
of the Flint and Pere M arquette r^ad in 
M ichigan, and was a large stockholder in 
the railroads of Ohio, W isconsin and 
M innesota. Besides, he had large in­ 
terests in the Inm ber districts of M ichi­ 
gan. His wealth at the tim e of his death 
was over $8,000.000. 
The will of Mr. Hoyt was filed on A u­ 
gust 29, 1882. In it he left 150.000 to his 
confidential clerk. Jam es W. Jack so n ; 
from $400,000 to $200.000 each to his 
living brothers and the widows and 
heirs of his dead ones; the use, during 
life, of $1,250,000 to his wife, and the 
use of tlie sam e sum to hi« daughter, 
M ary Irene Hoyt. The $2,500.000 of the 
last two bequests were to be divided 
am ong his brothers after the death of 
Mr» H oyt and her only child, M ary 
Irene. 
On October 30. 1882. Helen M aria 
H oyt and her daughter appeared by 
counsel before Surrogate Hollins with a 
petition for a decree to compel the execu­ 
tors of Jesse H oyt’s will, Samuel N. 
Hoyt, Alfred VI. Hoyt and Jam es W. 
Jackson, to advance to the two women 
enough money to pay their living ex­ 
penses. 
The petitioners alleged th at 
after the death of Jesse H oyt they had 
been left by the executors w ithout 
m eans of support, and th at they were in 
debt and had no funds with w hich to ex­ 
ist. 
lioscoe 
to n k lin g 
was 
their 
counsel and Klihu 
Root 
appeared 
for 
th e 
executors. 
M r. 
Root’s 
answ er was that the women were 
entitled to the income of $2,500,000 
only, and should he compelled to prove 
th at this am ount had produced any in­ 
come before they could claim anything. 
Counsel m aintained, finally, th at inas­ 
m uch as M r. H oyt’s liabilities had not 
as yet been m et, no income had accrued. 
E ventually, however, the executors were 
ordered to advance the women $25,0 0 
each. 
This decision was m ade on Nov­ 
em ber 9th, the petitioners adding to 
th eir request the claim th at Mr. Hoyt 
hud been unduly influenced by his 
brothers in the draw ing up of his will. 
In the m eantim e M ary Irene Hoyt, 
the daughter, had been confined iu the 
Friends’ Insane A sylum , Philadelphia, 
since June, 1882. On Tuesday, February 
27, 1883. an application was made before 
Judge Friedm an, Suprem e Court, C ham ­ 
bers. for au order directing Ilrs. Selver 
H . Talcott, H . B. M illard and George 
Dillon to show cause why they should 
not produce the certificate on which Miss 
H oyt was com m itted. It was claim ed in 
t he application thatslie w as being wrong­ 
fully and illegally confined by her 
un de, Sam uel N.* Hoyt, and that she 
liad been locked uu iu an insane asylum , 
while her father was ill. for the purpose 
of preventing her from seeing her father 
before he m ade his will. On M arch 9th, 
1883, Dr. Dillon m ade affidavit th at he 
had never before Suprem e Court, Cham ­ 
bers, signed any certificate with Dr. Tal­ 
cott. On M arch 13th, however, it was 
proven th at the certificate had been 
signed in the Superior Court, and the 
m otion was w ithdraw n, the m oving party 
being condem ned to pay $10 costs. 
Soon afterw ard Miss H oyt was dis­ 
charged from the asylum and w ent to 
454 Lexington avenue to live. Then 
began a series of strange actions on the 
part of the young woman, which 
seem ed to support the theory th at she 
was insane. On October 9* 1884. she 
was before Justice Power, at th e York- 
ville Police Court, for drunkenness and 
disorderly conduct. She had been in 
the habit of visiting her father’s grave 
at W oodlawn once a week, and the day 
before had begun to abuse a policeman 
w ithout cause. She was arrested and 
was fined $10 and costs. On October 1G, 
1885, she alm ost caused a little riot ou a 
Harlem train from the G rand Central 
station. 
She had a hunch of flowers, 
which she intended to place ou her 
father’s grave. W hile on the train she 
attacked a young m an because he hail 
not offered her hie seat. She was finally 
put off the train. 
These vagaries led to a disagreem ent 
with her m other. On A ugust 3, 1887, 
M rs. Hoyt applied to the Suprem e 
Court to have her daughter declared 
irresponsible on account of her being 
addicted to the use of intoxicating 
liquors. Miss H oyt was represented 
by Frank J. Dupignac, and the latter 
addressing the Court, said: “ Unless 
all calculations go am iss 
regarding 
M iss H oyt's case, the m ost pronounced 
efforts will be m ade to show th at the 
young lady, far from being voluntarily 
addicted to the uso of alcoholic stim u­ 
lants, has been the victim • f a protracted 
conspiracy, and has been system atically 
drugged for the purpose of producing 
hysteria, and even m ania, in order to 
prevent her from being active in the 
contest of her father’s w ill.” 
Since th at tim e MÍS9 H oyt has disap­ 
peared, only to be heard from again in 
Newr Jersey and latterly iu C auada, 
w here she indulged in further eccen­ 
tricities. 
H er m other’s death leaves 
$1,250,000 to be divided am ong Jesse 
H oyt’s brothers.— [N. Y. T ribune.

T lie C o n scie n ce o f th e X I X ll i C e n ­ 
tu r y 
C ertainly the conscience of the Ameri­ 
can people, I should rather eay of the 
Anglo-Saxon people, never has been so 
sensitive and never so resolute in dealing 
with practical life.

Ten m illions of 
slaves were held in bondage in Am erica, 
and other m illions under the British 
flag in its 
colonies, w ith only a 
feeble 
and wholly ineffective pro­ 
test. 
Drunkenness 
did 
not 
lead 
to social disrepute either in Old or 
in New England. C hurches paid for 
drinks on occasions of dedications and 
ordinations, and the m inister’s Bideboard 
took on the aspect of a public bar. The 
conscience of England abolished slavery 
in all English dom inions in 1833; th at of 
the United States m oving m ore slowly anil 
having a m ore enorm ous task, accom­ 
plished its work thirty years later and at 
an awful cost. But the task was accom­ 
plished. Almost on the very spot where 
in the first half of this century a N orth­ 
ern m issionary was publicly whipped 
the 
bare 
back, not 
for cir­ 
culating anti-slavery tracts, but for 
having one in his possession, now 
stands the buildings 
of 
the Fisk 
university, dedicated to the education 
of the em ancipated Negro. 
If drinking 
has not been dim inished—upon th at 
question social statisticans 
are not 
agreed—drunkenness certainly has de­ 
creased, both in England anil the United 
States, and the conscience of the people, 
wakened to the enorm ity of a social 
crim e » hich costs m ore in both m en and 
money than either war or pestilence, is 
seeking to find a way to bring the de 
struction of th is enem y to a perpetual 
end. It has not yet found the way, but 
it has found, or is fast finding, the will. 
Anil where there is a will there is a 
w ay.”— [Dr. Lym an A bbott in the Cen­ 
tury.

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IMMIGRATION. 


Som e In te re a tlu ff I n c t i f r o m S u p e r- 
I n le n d fu t J f t t k i o n . 
Mr. Henry J. Jackson, Superintendent 
at Castle Garden, was th e tirwt witness 
examined this morninu; by the Congres­ 
sional Immigration Committee at the 
W estminster Hotel. Generally speaking, 
he said, the im migrants had of late years 
been oi a better class, more intelligent 
and better fitted to succeed in their 
newly adopted country than the im m i­ 
grants in earlier times. 
This 
con­ 
clusion, of course, applied 
to 
the 
English-speaking people, Germans and 
Swedes, etc. 
He of course excluded 
therefrom 
the 
Italians, 
Bohemians, 
and Polish and Russian Hebrews who 
had been coming over in such large 
numbers the last two or three years. 
Mr. Jackson detailed to the committee 
at length the methods in vogue at Castle 
Garden in handling the im migrants, the 
examination and disposition of them, 
etc., and the precautions taken to pre­ 
vent improper persons being allowed to 
land permanently and be adm itted to the 
country. 
He said 354 persons were re­ 
turned last year; that was all who 
ought to have been returned so far as the 
examination by the 
Castle 
Garden 
authorities 
disclosed. 
The 
witness 
thought the law governing the Castle 
Garden authorities was defective; the 
time allowed the officials to determine 
whether an im m igrant shouid be ad­ 
m itted was too sh o rt; they could only 
detain an immigrant until the return of 
the steamer on which he pr she came 
oat, generally about a w eek; the Col­ 
lector of the port was the official who 
ultimately decided whether an im mi­ 
grant, whose rignt to be adm itted was 
questioned, should be permitted to land 
or not. 
Mr. Jackson said he should not con­ 
sider an able-bodied farm hand, a man 
able to BUpport himself by his labor, 
but who had no money, as a pauper, and 
therefore liable to be returned; he would 
prefer such a man to an ordinary and 
perhaps physically weak clerk with $100 
in his pocket; he thought the latter 
would be more likely to become a public 
charge than the form er; on the average, 
he thought the immigrants arriving in 
this country of late years were a better 
and more intelligent class than in former 
years; the im migrants did not bring, on 
the average, as much money a« formerly 
particularly the Germ ans; the immi­ 
grants had, however, brought on an 
average total of $8,000,000 in money into 
the country annually; the Slavs, Hunga­ 
rians and Poles were not as desirable 
immigrants in some respects as the peo­ 
ple of other nationalities ; but there was 
this lo be said about them , they never 
became a charge on the Castle Garden 
authorities after 
their arrival: they 
found a refuge and a living somewhere 
with their compatriots. 
The Committee next went into the 
question of the baggage-express scandal 
at Castle Garden. A John Wood was 
awarded the contract on January 1, 
1884, and Wood appeared and signed the 
contract, but the witness said he never 
saw him afterwards, and did not know 
where he lived or anything about him. 
Philip Biglin was Wood’s superintendent 
and ran the business; he was a brother 
of Bernard (Barney) Biglin, the present 
contractor, 
who secured the virtual 
contract last Ju ly . The witness specified 
the various prices fixed by the Commis­ 
sioners to be charged by the express­ 
men ; these prices have already been 
published; they are very extortionate, 
considering the am ount of 
business 
monopolized under the contract; the wit­ 
ness thought that the average amount 
received by Biglin for each piece of bag­ 
gage handled was 40 cents; the number 
of pieces handled last year was 240,000; 
Biglin’s contract was revokable at the 
pleasure of the Commissioners. 
The money changing or brokerage 
privilege at Castle Garden was next in­ 
quired into. 
The sum of $1,800 is paid 
to the Commission at present for this 
privilege. 
Mr. Jackson said that the 
rates of exchange are posted up in four 
places in the Garden, and the agent is 
expected to charge the current rates in 
accordance with the fluctuations of Wall 
street ond to change the quotations on 
the bulletin boards in accordance there­ 
with from day to day. 
The witness be­ 
lieved the Garden broker changed his 
quotations as often as they were changed 
in Wall street, as he was supposed to do. 
The Castle Garden Railroad pool af­ 
fairs were next inquired into. 
Mr. Jack­ 
son said that unuer the new arrange­ 
m ent existing in the Garden an immi­ 
grant could go by any route he desired, 
and he was not compelled to be sepa- 
eated from his family, as was sometimes 
formerly the caee. There was a railroad 
rate war now in existence, and immi­ 
grants to-day could go to Chicago for $5, 
to Detroit for $5, to St. Paul for $10, to 
San Francisco for $38.25, to New Orleans 
for $19.75, to Milwaukee for $7.55, and to 
Syracuse, Rochester, Buffalo or Pitts­ 
burg for $5. 
Mr. Jackson said he did not know of 
any baggage men. weighers, und others, 
demanding fees from im m igrants; if any 
were found doing so they would be dis­ 
charged ; the rules were very strict on 
that point; they were posted ail over the 
Garden,and every effort was made to en­ 
force them . 
Mr. Jackson said the authorities had 
not room enough at Castle Garden to 
properly exam ine, care for and accommo­ 
date the im m igrants; he thought Gov­ 
ernor’s Island would be an excellent 
place for the purpose. 
Superintendent Jackson next told the 
committee what had been done by the 
Emigration Commissioners and hirmelf 
in the endeavor to enforce the provisions 
of the contract labor law. 
Now the 
Castle Garden authorities do nothing in 
that direction, as they have not the 
means to enforce the law. They do not 
even ask the immigrant if he has corau 
out under contract; he did not be­ 
lieve 
any 
immigrant would adm it 
th a t he had 
come 
out 
here and 
was attempting to land in violation of a 
United States law ; the Castle Garden 
authorities could ask immigrants the 
question without incurring extra expen­ 
ses; the expenses were incurred on lol- 
lowing up what might arise from those 
questions. The witness said that the 
United States District Attorney had done 
n o t h i n g t o enforce the law, holding that 
the remedy was by civil suit; no appro­ 
priation was made by Congress lo en­ 
force the law, and there was no money 
t > pay witnesses. 
Congressmen 
Gates, 
bpinola 
and 
G uenther said that was not a good and 
valid 
reason 
for 
a failure to en­ 
force the criminal law; there was a 
general fund for th at purpose, and the 
contract labor law was in the sam e cate- 
gorv as other laws in respect to its en­ 
forcement; if the Marshal had no money 
available to pay witnesses that might 
le an excuse. 
The Committee will de- 
♦«nrine later on w nether to obtain evi­ 
dence from the United States District 
Attorney on this point. 
Continuing his testim ony, and in reply 
to Congressman G uenther, Mr. Jackson 
said he was of opinion that the express 
agent made greater profits now under 
the existing reduced prices and reduced 
rent than under the old arrangements. 
H e also gave utterance to an opinion 
seemed to strike the Committee 


with favor, and that was that the im mi­ 
grants should be afforded every accom­ 
modation at the lowest possible cost that 
could be obtained for them . 
He did not 
believe the great State of New York 
wanted to take money from the immi­ 
grants through the privileged contractors. 
Mr. Jackson thought the head-money 
tax paid by the steam ship companies 
largely inured to the benefit of the emi­ 
grants ; he thought, however, if that tax 
were increased to $25 a head it would be 
prohibitory ; he thought the Legislature 
had made a m istake in requiring the 
Commissioners to be responsible for an 
em igrant’s maintenance for one year 
after his a rriv al; he thought they should 
be chargeable to some other fund. 
Mr. 
Jackson made some valuable sugges­ 
tions to the committee based upon his 
experience, amoug others one that the 
passing upon the fitness of immigrants 
so far as deciding w hether they belonged 
to the criminal classes or not should not 
be left to a private society, but to the 
police who were properly chargeable 
with such a duty. 
The gist of 
Mr. 
Jackson’s testimony and opinions on that 
point was, “They * manage such things 
better abroad.” 
He thought as a rule 
criminals were more likely to come to this 
country in the cabin than in the steer­ 
age. 
The only way he knew of to stop 
their landing was by obtaining inform a­ 
tion of lheir coming in time from the 
police of Europe. The passports carried 
by the majority of the Italian im migrants 
were not worth the paper on which they 
were written as far as testimonials of 
character or fitness were concerned ; they 
were only a means of revenue to the Gov­ 
ernm ent or Government officials issuing 
them . 
Mr. Jackson was requested to see the 
Collector of the Port on behalf of the 
Committee and obtain from him per­ 
mission to retain here a little longer the 
German farm er and his seven children 
who landed in this country last Saturday 
from Stettin, Germany. The man had 
$37 with h im ; two of his family are 
strong young girls who have already 
been offered situations; the man him ­ 
self has 
been offered work at $10 
a w eek; the family, however, 
are 
to be returned to their native land 
to-morrow under the law on the ground 
that some of them may become a charge 
on the public. The Committee think this 
isa case where even the im m igrants are 
not allowed to land here permanently, 
the officials may very well exercise the 
discretion vested in them and to retain 
them here longer than until the sailing 
of the steamer on which they came, that 
they may have a chance to dem onstrate 
that they do not come within the category 
of pauper immigrants. 
The next witness was W alter McIn­ 
tosh, an Englishman and a watch-case 
m aker, who testified to the importation 
of contract labor by the employers in his 
trade, the existence of a system of black­ 
listing by the employers in this country, 
and to a pretty general violation of the 
contract 
labor 
law. 
H e 
belongs 
to 
the 
W atehcase 
M akers’ Union, 
but 
he 
testified 
unwillingly. 
He 
produced 
a 
num ber of documents 
proving the 
violation 
of 
the law 
in the clearest possible way, more clearly 
almost than any other cases yet cited 
before the Committee. The men came 
out under contract, and they are gener 
ally advanced money to pay their pas­ 
sage by the English or other European 
employers, or other persons acting as 
agents for the employers in this country, 
to lie repaid out of the first wages they 
earn here. 
This is a copy of one of the documents 
produced by the w itness:

The witness said his organization had 
no fault to find with the class of labor 
thus im ported; it was first-class skilled 
labor; he and his organization were sat­ 
isfied the emyloyers were doing this to 
break down the wages; the importation 
of this class of labor had tended greatly 
to reduce the wages in the trad e; the 
employers were doing it systematically 
in order to defeat the union; the men 
imported would work for lesB than the 
union rate of wages; wages had been so 
reduced in the witness’ trade that many 
had been driven out of tiieir occupation 
in order to obtain a livelihood. 
The Committee left the watch-case 
trade for the briny ocean, m etaphori­ 
cally speaking, and listened to the testi­ 
mony of Francia VV. Bell, aged 44 years, 
and a pilot “ all his life,” as he testified. 
He had commanded many vessels, he 
¿aid, among others Mr. Tilden’s steam- 
yacht Yosemiie. He testified to the exist­ 
ence of a system by which Nova Sco­ 
tians and other foreigners, for a fee of 
$10, were made full-fledged citizens in 
two weeks after landing and placed in 
command of American vessels. 
This 
was done through a broker named Lock­ 
wood by means of bogus naturalization 
papers, which were obtained through a 
sou ol Judge Moore, Brooklyn, with 
whom Lockwood was very intim ate; 
Judge Moore’s 
son attended to his 
lather’s 
office 
in 
the 
morning, 
and got the papers th e n ; 
at the 
same tim e, stated the witness, he was 
told that Judge Moore had been spoken 
to about the matter, and he said it waB 
all regular. 
The witness gave the name 
af a m an who he said got his naturaliza­ 
tion papers for seventy-five cents while 
still living in Novia Scotia, or sailing be­ 
tween there and this port; he also m en­ 
tioned the nam es of several men who 
were thus, de declared, illegally and 
fraudulently naturalized, and the vessels 
on which they are now engaged; some of 
them , 
he 
declared, 
were 
still 
residents 
of 
Nova 
Scotia, 
al­ 
though holding papers entitling them 
to citizenship in the United S tates; the 
business had been going on for two or 
three years, and was still going o n ; one 
of the brokers was named K ey; the 
witness spoke of the two brokers as 
though they were a firm, nam ely, Lock­ 
wood & Key. and said they could 
be found in New 
York city; 
Lock­ 
wood and Key, he said, took three 
men over last week and “ fixed them 
up,” although they still lived at New 
Brunswick. The Chairman had a long 
list of names of men and the Nova Sco­ 
tian vessels on which they were em 
ployed, and who, it is alleged, have 
been naturalized in this way by Lock­ 
wood «St Key. The Chairm an would say : 
“ How about So-and-So, of the ------, of 
New Brunswick?” and the witness would 
reply: “ Oh, Lockwood fixed him u p .” 
“ And he is still a resident of New 
Brunswick?” 
“ Y o b. ” 
“ A ndstill commands a British vessel ?” 
“ Y es.” Or the last question would be: 
“ And he commands an American vessel 
and still lives in New Brunswick?” 
“ Y es.” 
The witness said the full names of the 
brokers mentioned were: 
Charles Lock­ 
wood and William Key, The witness 
said h e had made complaint to the Col­ 


lector of the Port of these alleged flag­ 
rant violatious of the law, and hftd a 
personal 
interview 
with 
Collector 
Magone. 
He 
detailed 
the efforts 
taken 
through 
the 
aid 
of 
Chief 
Inspector 
Byrnes 
to 
obtain evidence of the violation, but said 
that just when the trial was getting 
warm the Chief took the detective off 
the case. 
He said that Collector Ma- 
gone’s deputy seemed to think that a 
Nova Scotian was entitled to command 
an American vessel if he could get one 
without being naturalized. In this coun­ 
try any American citizen was entitled to 
command a sailing vessel; no m aster’s 
certificate was required; the owner had 
the right to employ any one and he took 
the risk. To command a steam vessel, 
however, a certifícate from the local in­ 
spector was necessary. 
A little surprise was now effected. 
William Key, the person alluded to by 
the last witness, was suddenly produced 
on the stand by Secret-Service Officer 
Simmons, and called to testify. 
He had 
not been permitted to hear the last wit­ 
ness's testimony. 
He was sworn, and 
said he lived in Brooklyn. 
He was by 
no means a willing witness. 
He was 
cautioned that if he did not tell the 
truth he would be liable to indict­ 
m ent for perjury. 
He was examined 
by General Spinola. At first he declared 
he had not assisted or taken part in 
naturalizing anybody; then lie adm itted 
having acted as witness for some people, 
and gradually mentioned the names of a 
num ber of people whom he had assisted 
as a witness or otherwise in getting their 
naturalization papers in Judge M orris’ 
court. 
He implicated Deputy-Sheriff 
Ross in the matter. 
He declared he got 
nothing himself for w hat he had done, 
but adm itted having been offered $25 by 
a man to get papers for him . 
The above sketch of immigration 
from the New York Evening Post and 
appeared at the time Congressman Ford 
was making his investigations. To give 
the m atter a little local flavor it may 
be rem arked en passant that Super­ 
intendent Jackson is a brother of John 
E. Jackson, of this city.

A m e r ic a n W o m e n W h o H a v e H a r ­ 
r i e d F o r e i g n e r •» o f l> ts tf i i c t t o n . 
In its issue of Sunday, November 11th, 
the New York Tribune published a list 
containing the nam es of 106 American 
women who have married foreigners of 
title and distinction. The list is headed, 
“ American Peerage,” and, like Burke’s 
Peerage, it contains, in addition to the 
names of tbe ladies and those whom 
they married, the pedigree of the hus­ 
band. 
From the carefully compiled list 
it is learned that French and Italian 
titles seem to be more popular with 
American women abroad than English 
and German ones, as the following will 
show: 
Eight American women are Italian 
Princesses and twelve Countesses. 
Two 
are Italian Duchessses, one Baroness and 
seven Marchionesses. 
One lias become 
a French Princess, two French Duchess­ 
es,five Marchionesses, five Viscountesses, 
twelve Countesees. In the English peer­ 
age there is but one American Duchess. 
Four American women figure in the list 
as Baronesses and one as a Viscountess. 
Nearly twenty have married 
simple 
Baronets. One American lady has m ar­ 
ried a German Prince and over a dozen 
German Counts have American wives. 
There are eight American Baronesses 
among the Prussian and Austrian nobili­ 
ty. 
One American woman has married 
a Russian Count, three more Portugese 
Counts, one a Portugese Viscount and 
one a Spanish Marquis. The Prince 
Yturbide of Mexico is also married to a 
daughter of “ Uncle Sam .” 
Among the titled ladies mentioned in 
the “ American Peerage” tbe following 
are well known on tbe C oast: 
Princess 
Galatio Colonna and of Stigliano; Miss 
Eva Julia Brvant (Mackay), daughter of 
John W. Mackay, tlio “ Bonanza King.” 
She was married February 11, 1885, at 
Paris, to Don Ferdinand Colonna, Prince 
of Colonna, Prince of Poliano, and a 
Spanish grandee of the first class. They 
have issue, one son, born in 1886.

M cAllister, one of the leading lawyers of 
this city, who had been ill for a num ber 
of m onths, 
died at San Rafael at 
o’clock this morning. 
There was no confirmed change in his 
condition until this morning, when it 
was noticed th at he was rapidly sinking. 
Early this m orning he summoned his 
family to his bedside and at 7 o’clock 
breathed his last. 
He regained con­ 
sciousness until the last, and was able to 
communicate his wishes to his family 
The body will be rem oved to San Fran­ 
cisco and buried from Trinity Church 
Monday. 
SKETCH OF Ills CAREER. 
H all McAllister was born in the State 
of Georgia in 1826. 
H is remote ancestry 
was Scotch, but th e family was in Amer­ 
ica before the Revolutionary war. 
His 
father and grandfather were em inent 
lawyers, each having held the office of 
U nited 
States District Attorney 
for 
Georgia, the father under Prcsidenc John 
Quincy Adams and the grandfather 
under W ashington. 
The father, Mat­ 
thew H all McAllister, died in this 
city, having a few years before resigned 
from the bench of the United States 
Circuit Court, to which President Pierce 
had appointed him in 1855. 
H all Mc­ 
Allister arrived in San Francisco in June, 
1840, a year in advance of his father. 
H e almost im mediately secured a valua­ 
ble clientage. 
This, in » steadily in­ 
creasing volume, he m aintained up to 
his fatal sickness which began only a 
few months ago, and he has hv the con­ 
sensus of the bench and bar of this State, 
led the profession through the longest 
unbroken period of service, and won more 
notable trium phs than any other of our 
advocates. His first case in the Supreme 
Court is reported in the very first volume 
of its records, th at of Payne against the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company. 
Per­ 
haps his most profitable case, and in the 
opinion of m any, the greatest that ever 
engaged a California tribunal, was among 
the latest of his long series of forensic 
victories. This was the great water rights 
case of M iller & Lux against Haggin & 
Carr. 
The wife of the deceaFca, who 
survives him , is the daughter of the late 
Samuel H errm ann. 
Ward McAllister, 
of New York, is a brother of the d e­ 
ceased.

A LANDSLIDE. 


T h e N auta B a rb a ra T ra in C a u g h t. 
A Q uick H u n . 
A big landslide occurred at 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon half a mile th is side 
of Rincon on the Santa Barbara division 
of the Southern Pacific.

one of these had given way and the track 
was blocked with earth six feet high for 
a distance of eighty feet. A large force 
of men was obtained from Carpenteria 
and the surrounding country and the 
work of building a subsidiary track 
around the slide was commenced. 
It 
was 7 o’clock before the train could get 
through and when it arrived at Santa 
B arbara it was turned 
around 
and 
set 
on 
its 
homeward 
journey 
without 
delay. The 
train left 
the 
Santa 
Barbara depot 
just as 
the 
clocks were striking !>, with Engineer 
Dillie, determ ined to make the run to 
Los Angeles in as quick time as poessi- 
ble. 
He beat the record of any regular 
passenger train yet run over the division. 
Thirteen stops were made and one or 
two delays checked the progress, but in 
spite of these the knight of the throttle 
brought the train into San Fernando 
street at. 1 o’clock this morning, having 
beaten the schedule time on a 110 mile 
run by au hour. This proves th at tne 
proposed shortening up of tho running 
tim e between this city and Santa Barbara 
can be easily done, and Engineer Dillie’s 
run will be a good basis for the train-dis- 
patchera who are getting up the new 
cards lo work on.

He has been in excellent spir­ 
its and has been fit for work throughout 
the week, receiving visitors and trans­ 
acting business just as usual. 
Tho Em peror has ordered the prosecu­ 
tion of several papers for publishing that 
part of the late 
Frederick’s 
diary, 
which 
relates 
to 
the 
Austro-Rus­ 
sian war. 
Besides the Kieler Zeitung, 
a Freisininge 
organ is now 
being 
prosecuted 
under the 
Em peror’s or­ 
ders. 
He has every 
leading paper 
dissected for him daily. 
He was especi­ 
ally irritated by the statem ent of the 
Freissinge papers to the effect th a t Em ­ 
press Victoria exclusively owned the 
diaries and all tho journals of Em peror 
Frederick, including a num ber of un­ 
opened documents which were secured 
by a private seal, and which the ex­ 
Em press had deposited in the Royal 
archives. 


THE NAVAL BUDGET. 
The Reichstag Commission will begin 
to consider the budget on M onday, and 
will sit daily in order to report before 
Christm as. The Commission will hear 
privately more about arm am ents than 
was disclosed in open debate in the 
Reichstag. 
Chief of A dmiralty Monts 
candidly told the Reichstag th a t his 
memorandum on the navy was drawn 
up purposely so that foreign nations 
might not learn more than was neces­ 
sary. The memorandum he said was 
an inadequate representation of the pro­ 
jected increase of the navy, but he 
promised 
to 
give 
full 
inform a­ 
tion to the Commission. 
The feel­ 
ing 
of 
distrust 
in 
the Reichstag, 
regarding tho appropriation for arm a­ 
ments, is on the increase. The debate 
brought out the rem inder that last year 
GeLeral Von Camprivi, the predecessor 
of Vice-Admiral Dount De Monts, as 
Chief of Admiralty, presented memo­ 
randa to the effect that the navy, although 
small, was in the best of condition and 
able to meet any dem and that m ight be 
made upon it in case of war. 
The mem ­ 
bers of the Reisclitag now ask for w hat 
reason the Government declares not a 
ship is equal to the modern require­ 
ments. The budget is destined to closer 
ecrutiny and 
more opposition than 
seemed" possible. 
SOCIALIST ACTIVITY. 
The Socialist electoral manifesto pre­ 
dicts a struggle in the comiDg election of 
unusual vehemence. 
It rem inds the 
electors that the Reischtagwill be elected 
not for three years as heretofore, but for 
five, and says by virtue of the resolutions 
of the St. Gall Congress, Socialist candi­ 
dates should be nominated in every 
district where there are any adherents of 
the party, even if the chance of election 
be rem ote, in order to show the num ber 
of Socialists in the Em pire. The Social­ 
ist manifesto further says they are hope­ 
ful that the electorate is coming to its 
senses and will not again be scared by 
the war phantoms evoked in 1887. The 
manifesto heralds greater activity in So­ 
cialist agitation. The Reichstag proceed­ 
ings discourage police interferences, and 
this was seen in the marvelous tolera­ 
tion accorded to the Socialist workmen’s 
dem onstration last evening, when a large 
num ber of working men, after a m eet­ 
ing, formed a procession and marched 
the streets singing the “ M arsellaise.” 
The recent newspaper war has dis­ 
closed intense Austro-Hungarian jealousy 
of German supremacy.

H e said he thought it was the 
desire of the Em peror th a t the day be 
marked solely by works of ch a rity ; it 
was nevertheless fitting th a t the free 
and chosen representatives of the peo­ 
ple should express their views upon the 
importance of the event. H e described 
the Em peror’s reign as one of the richest 
blessings and em phasized the cordial af­ 
fection which existed between tbe Em­ 
peror and his subjects.

possible—it is indeed not im probable— 
th at you may be nom inated for the 
Presidency. 
If so you

the place to which you will 
surely 
be chosen if a condidate. 
You m ust not 
look upon it as the work of politicians; if 
it comes to you it will come as a grand

one as unwarranted. 1 have had a great 
m any letters from all points of the com­ 
pass to a similar effect, one or two of 
which I have answered frankly, but the 
great masB are unanswered.

not to subm it myself to the cheap ridi­ 
cule of declining what is not offered me, 
but it is only fair to m any able men who 
rightfully aspire to the high honor of be­ 
ing President of the United .States to 
let them know that I am not and m ust 
not be construed as a rival.

m an’s life occurs an epoch when he must 
choose his own career, and when he may 
not throw off his responeibilitv. Mine 
occurred in Louisiana when, 'in 1861, 
alone in the m idst of a people blinded by

schooled in the

by

the civil authorities are, and should 
be governed.

S t. L o u is , December 1.—At an early 
hour this morning the friends of the late 
Mrs. General Sherman began to assem­ 
ble at the Union depot to receive the 
funeral party. The train entered the 
depot at 7 :45. 
The special car was de­ 
tached and the friends of the family en­ 
tered it and paid their respects to the 
mourners. 
After breakfasting at the 
depot the funeral party íeturned to the 
private car anil remained until the time 
for the funeral cortege to move. 
The pall-bearers were Major-General 
John Pope, Brigadier-General John R. 
Henderson, General John W. Noble, 
Major Henry Hitchcock, James E. Teat- 
man, F . A. Drew, Theophile Parin and 
D. R. Francis. 
There were two wagon 
loads of floral offerings at the hearse 
when the coffin was placed therein. 
The funeral party entered the carriages at 
the entrance of the depot, and the cortege 
proceeded to St. Xavian’s Church. At 
the church the casket was borne to the 
altar where a bier with candelahras at 
the head and foot had been placed to re­ 
ceive it. The church was crowded. 
W hen the family and lelatives were 
seated Rev. Father Brongeest, pastor 
began the celebration of the mass. 
In 
accordance with the request of the de­ 
ceased, the celebration of the mass was 
followed by a simple service of the dead, 
no sermon being preached. 
The music

was heavily draped.

C A N A D IA N T R O U B L E S . 


S e n a t o r S lie r m u n F a v o r s a P o l i t i ­ 
c a l U n io n . 


N e w Y o r k , December 1.—In an inter­ 
view with the Sun's Washington corres­ 
pondent, Seneator Sherman, speaking of 
a union between Canada and the United 
States, s a id : 
“ My belief in the future 
common destiny of the two English­ 
speaking nations 
of 
America 
never 
wavered. 
1 was led to form it by my 
failure to find a less radical remedy 
for the perennial occasions by serious 
disputes between the 
two countries. 
The fisheries dispute and the question of 
the right of free transit of American 
goods over Canadian railways are types 
of the disputes that have vexed the two 
nations for a century, and will continue 
to disturb them so long as the present 
conditions exist. To get rid of these 
questions 
we 
must 
get 
rid 
of 
the frontier. 
I studied 
the 
pro­ 
posal for a commercial reciprocity, only 
to be convinced that it was illusory and 
impracticable. 
A political union is an­ 
other thing. The advantage it offers are 
more equal. 
Canada would gain all the 
advantages reciprocity promises her, the 
advantages of 
political consolidation 
with Canada to the United States would 
not 
be 
less probable and obvious; 
if 
less 
immediate, 
they 
will 
be­ 
come greater in the long run. 
The 
political advantages of a union are em­ 
phasized by the present troubles over the 
Fisheries, railroad transit and canal tolls. 
These and other occasions of border dis­ 
putes would be removed, and the most 
grave provocative of dispute and irrita­ 
tion would be taken out of our diplo­ 
m atic relations." 
Sherman continued by saying that the 
state of public feeling was ripe for the 
serious consideration of the question in 
both countries. 
On the Canadian side, 
favorable feeling is strongest in Mani­ 
toba 
and the 
Northwest. 
In this 
country the only opposition would be 
from the Fast, but the preponderance 
of power lies west of the Alleghenies and 
in the South, and both these great sec­ 
tions are favorable to the movement. 
The correspondent points out the sig­ 
nificance of these utterances in view of 
the likelihood that Sherman will become 
Secretary of State under Harrison.

They are also sending aid and assistance 
to many families of deceased comrades, 
who are left in want because their nat­ 
ural protector has been removed by the 
rude hand of war. 
The Grand Army is not in any proper 
sense to be classed as a secret order any 
m ore than the old volunteer arm y from 
whence it sprung. 
It is existing to-day 
almost solely for the purpose of caring 
for the physical and moral welfare of the 
veterans and their dependents who need 
care and aid. W ithin the laBt year the 
posts and corps of this city have dis­ 
bursed several hundred dollars. All this 
has been done without ostentation or 
display, and in so doing they have re­ 
lieved our benevolent citizens and our 
taxpayers from an outlay they would 
otherwise feel it a duty to extend. 
Most 
of this money has been furnished by the 
comrades themselves, but while time 
goes on while the calls for help increase, 
the number of contributors in the posts 
is rapidly decreasing. 
It is now nearly twenty-four years 
since the great war of the rebellion 
closed. The most youthful of the sur­ 
vivors are over forty, the great majority 
are nearly fifty, while thousands of the 
veterans of 1801-5 have now passed three 
score. Of those who experienced the 
hardships of active campaigning for a 
term of years, there are very few who 
are not to-day suffering in health, al­ 
though they may have no disease which 
entitles them to a pension. The strain 
of those terrible years was enough to 
rack the strongest constitution. Kvery 
year adds largely to the list of those who 
m ust be helped along life’s weary march, 
and for many years the increase will con­ 
tinue. Only for a few years, how ever! 
then the veterans of the Union armies 
will be known no longer except in mem­ 
ory. It will have joined the arm y on the 
other side, where, G rant, Farragut, Han­ 
cock, Thomas, M eade, Hooker, Logan, 
Sheridan and so many of the leaders 
have already gone. 
It is to assist those 
upon whom this work of helping rests 
that the Union W om en’s Relief Corps 
m akes this appeal for aid, hoping to 
realize by the approaching fair a sum 
sufficient to meet present necessities and 
to establish a perm anent fund from 
which to draw a3 needed.

KJflWS NOTES. 


THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 


The Turf Club Association met last 
night. A full account of the proceedings 
will be given in to-morrow’s paper. 
The Independent Colored Republican 
Club met last night, 175 in number, and 
•ndorsed Mr. John Bryson for Mayor. 
Constable Magee brought down some 
more lumber thieves from Lancaster yes­ 
terday, and lodged them in the County 
Jail. 
8. N. Black was examined on a charge 
of cutting timber on Government land, 
before U. 8. Commissioner Van Dyke 
yesterday, and was acquitted. 
Freight train No. 26, northbound, on 
the Southern Pacific, was wrecked at 
Newhall last night, one of the engines 
of the double-header being ditched. 
Health Officer Reese reports 69 deaths 
during November. Of these 9 were from 
consumption, 7 were from inanition, 6 
were from old age and 6 were from 
diphtheria. 
Andy Grove, who was charged with 
carrying a concealed weapon, was let off 
yesterday after having spent three days 
m jail. The police could make no case 
against him. 
Transfers of real estate yesterday 
amounted to $149,911 and were 105 in 
number. Of these 29 were for more than 
$1000 each, and 38 were for nominal con­ 
siderations. 
Robert Barr, of Santa Monica, was ex­ 
amined for insanity yesterday and found 
to be without full possession of his men­ 
tal faculties. He will be taken North to 
Stockton this afternoon. 
A man by the name of Slocum was 
eeriously hurt on a ranch near the city 
yesterday, and was brought in town to 
the Sisters’ Hospital. Full particulars 
could not be obtained. 
The County Auditor yesterday filed 
an account showing that there • were 
$399,577.74 in the County Treasury. Of 
this $76,000 was in gold coin, $223,577. 
in silver, and $100,000 in currency. 
The gross receipts of the SheriiTs 
office during the month of November 
were $2153.24. Of this sum $970.70 was 
reported leaving a net total of $1182.54 
which was turned over to the county 
treasury. 
Some one set a wagon laden with hay 
on fire on Buena Vista street this morn­ 
ing, and then turned in the alarm. Had 
the joker been discovered he would have 
been treated to a bath by the firemen 
who were summoned to the scene. 
Jerry Murphy, the East Side fireman 
who got drunk a short time ago and made 
trouble with his family and neighbors, 
finished his time at the County Jail yes­ 
terday for disturbing the peace and was 
promptly rearrested for an assault to 
murder/ 
George C. Houghton of Boyle Heights 
pleaded guilty to the charge of battery 
in Justice Taney’s court yesterday, and 
was fined $20. He had some discussion 
of political questions with a man by the 
name of C. E. Blake. 
Father Waugh, the well-known lec­ 
turer to children, is here. Father Waugh 
was eighty years old the last time he was 
here. He wili remain over till Monday, 
and to-morrow will give the Bands of 
Hope one of his characteristic talks. 
Father Waugh lives in Sonoma county, 
near Petaluma, and has been in Califor­ 
nia thirty-six years. 
Mrs. Marv M. Baker, of Pasadena, was 
in the city yesterday, and in the course 
of the afternoon drove up to the corner 
of Franklin and New High streets. 
When she returned to her buggy, after 
a short absence, she found that some 
one had taken a valise containing some 
music books and two dozen photographs. 
Word was left at the police station. 
Hugh Gilroy was arrested last evening 
by Officer Holleran and charged with 
battery. Hugh keeps a saloon on Com­ 
mercial street, and it is said got drunk 
and quarreled with bis wife. Taking 
her into a back room, h9 was in the act 
of choking her when discovered by the 
officer. The wife said that he was 
merely in sport, and she hurried to the 
police station with the necessary amount 
for bail. 
The paving of Fort Btreet has com­ 
menced , and the contractor for the lay­ 
ing of the sewer is at work. It is re­ 
quested that the property owners make 
their connections with the sewer at once, 
so as to save trouble and expense in the 
future. After a street íb once passed it 
is quite an expensive matter to open it 
for sewer connections. The extra cost is 
about 40 cents a square foot. 
Sheriff Kays has offered a reward of 
$100 for the arrest of Thomas A. Gaskins, 
the former bookkeeper of the Porter 
Land and Water Company, who is 
charged with having committed forgery 
by drawing several checks on the Cali­ 
fornia Bank, to which he signed the 
names of the president and secretary of 
the organization with which he was con­ 
nected. 
He left the city on the 19th of 
last month. 
T. C. Miller, who was charged by J. A 
Sherman with having committed battery 
upon his person, pleaded guilty before 
Justice Austin yesterday. He and Sher­ 
man bad frequently disagreed over the 
use of a hitching post, and a few days 
ago they fought it out on the sidewalk. 
Sherman was knocked down and kicked, 
and forthwith resorted to the courts for 
satisfaction. Miller will be sentenced 
Monday. 
The trial of Daniel Shea, who is 
charged with having starved a horse to 
death, began in Justice Austin’s court 
yesterday afternoon. Humane Officer 
Wright testified to haviDg found the 
horse in a dying condition, and to the 
Hmall amount of feed which had been 
given him. A sample of the hay was 
found to be rotten and useless. After 
hearing the testimony of several wit­ 
nesses, the case was continued until to­ 
morrow.

T h e y W ill Not E n d o n e the ICcpub 
llc a n T ic k e t . 
The Prohibitionists of Los Angelo 
know a hawk from a handsaw, and are 
desirous of proclaiming that fact to the 
public. The are not to be hoodwinked 
by the action of the alleged Citizens’ Re­ 
form movement, but propose to act in­ 
dependently of it as individual citizens. 
A number of them were present at the 
fiasco at the Pavilion Friday night, and 
they made no secret of their astonish­ 
ment and disgust at the outcome of their 
efforts to secure non-partisan action. 
Yesterday during the day as they met 
one another on the streets they talked 
the matter over, and agreed’ almost 
unanimously that they had been tricked. 
It was hastily decided that & meeting 
should be called and a ticket put in the 
field if the latter undertaking could be 
successfully put through in the limited 
time which remained. 
At half-past 7, in obedience to a verbal 
call passed from one to another, a num­ 
ber of members of the party came to­ 
gether in Judge O’Melveny’s court­ 
room. A. O. Daman call the meeting to 
order and James H. Blanchard acted as 
Secretary. The Chairman began by 
stating the object cf the meeting, which 
was to endorse or take other action upon 
the work of the Citizens’ Reform move­ 
ment. "The Prohibition party,” said 
he, “has thus far taken no definite posi­ 
tion in the matter. We met a short time 
ago and agreed to let things remain as 
they were until this Reform movement 
had finished its work; then we were to 
act.”8. M. Adams wanted to know whether 
these candidates whom the Citizen’s 
Committee had put up had taken the 
pledge. He heard it said on the street 
that the Republican candidates were 
bragging that they had not taken it at 
all. For his part, it was hard to see 
how he could vote for either candidate. 
Mr. Blanchard said that he was at the 
meeting at Opera House Hall when this 
movement first began, and he did not 
know how the authority came to be 
given to this committee to act as it had 
done. 
Mr. Jesse Yarnell wanted to know 
what they were to do as Prohibitionists 
in this contest. He believed that they 
were now forced into a false position by 
the action of the Reform Committee. It 
was the old story that the Republicans 
think that there is no good to be had 
outside of their party, but Prohibition­ 
ists could not be expected to look at it 
quite that way. For his part, he saw 
no reason why he should accept this 
ticket, and he did not believe that the 
other members of the party would accept 
it. That their position might not be mis­ 
understood, he thought that some sort of 
a public statement should be made. 
The Chairman said that he had talked 
with two members of the committee who 
admitted that they had merely talked 
with the various nominees and gotten 
from them an expression of opinion 
The candidate for City Attorney had de­ 
clared point blank— so it was said—that 
he had not even made a pretense of tak­ 
ing the pledge. As near as he could see 
the Prohibitionists were asked to vote 
for men they knew nothing about on a 
platform they did not believe in. Some 
were in favor of putting up a ticket, some 
said they would stay away from the polls 
and others proposed to vote for the differ­ 
ent men purely on the question of their 
availability. 
Mr. Adams wanted to know why .. 
full ticket should not be put in the field 
by the Prohibitionists. To be sure, there 
was not much time, but it was better to 
put themselves on record and cast a light 
vote than to give up the fight altogether. 
The Citizens’ Reform movement was 
merely a echeme to slide them into the 
Republican partv. 
Mr. Noble said that he would not vote 
for any such a thing as the Citizens’ 
ticket, but he thought it both inexpedient 
and unfair to those members of the party 
who had taken a hand in the nomiuatien 
to put up another ticket now. 
Mr. Gibson said that when he learned 
that everything was to he put off until 
the last three days, he thought at the 
tiene that it was a trick and now he saw 
that the trick had been a success. “We 
are caught this time” said ho, "but we 
will not he again.” 
The following resolutions were then 
offered by Mr. A. D. Wood, and after 
some discussion were passed unani­ 
mously, the only question being as to 
whether they were expressed in suffi­ 
ciently vigorous language to leave no 
doubt as to their intent: 
Resolved, That the Prohibition partv cannot 
endorse or take part in any m ovem ent which 
at all liberates or consents to licensing the 
liquor traffic. T hat tbe Prohibition party is 
not accountable for any act of the C itizens’ Re­ 
form Com m ittee h r regards its platform or its 
endorsem ent of old party candidates who have 
been nom inated on a license platform . 
Resolved, That in future our party Rhall take 
its place am ong the political parties, and on all 
occasions place a regular ticket in the field in 
full accord w ith its convictions and principles. 
After the vote had been taken on the 
resolution, Mr. C. P. Dorland entered 
the room. He had been a member of 
the Executive Committee which had 
made the nomination for the citizens’ 
Reformers. He was subjected to a few 
very awkward questions with regard to 
the views of the candidates he had 
helped to put up. He answered by say­ 
ing that he was satisfied with the ticket, 
and that he had aeted not as a Prohibi­ 
tionist hut as a citizen. 
“In that case,” said Mr. Yarnell, “it 
leaves the whole question one of mere 
expediency. 
Now in my ward—the 
third—the Democrats have nominated 
Dr. Bryant for the Council, who I know 
to be a first class man. I shall vote for 
him, and on a similar principle I will 
make up the rest of my ticket.” 
The meeting adjourned to come to­ 
gether after the election at the call of 
the President and Secretary. After ad­ 
journment, a number of those present 
gathered together about Mr. Dorland to 
continue the cross questioning. 
“Do you know,” said one, “that the 
Republicans are all crowing over the wav 
that the Citizen Reform movement has 
been captured and led into the cam
